PRISON SENTENCE 


Alleged Chicken Thief Will be Sent 
to Jeffersonville on Old Charge of 
Forgery 


TO RESUME EXAMINATIONS 


CAUSES TWO OTHER ARRESTS 


Lawrence West and Henry Tungert 
Released When Evidence of Em­ 
bezzlement is Lacking 


Davidson Riley, 
one of tile two 
young 
men 
arrested 
for 
stealing 
chickens 
south of Rushville, is in 
jail awaiting the arrival of authori­ 
ties from Jeffersonville, who will take 
him to prison to begin his sentence 
of from two to 1-4 years on a charge 
of forgery, which had been suspend­ 
ed. hut revoked Saturday by Judge 
Sparks on account ot 
his connec­ 
tion with the chicken theft. 
Percy Meyers, the tother young 
limn, 
who was araigned Saturday 
and pleaded guilty to the charge of 
larceny, was given a suspended sen­ 
tence of from I to 8 years, an in 
turn he told tin* court the connection 
that Riley had had in the case. 
Riley also was responsible for the 
arrest of Lawrence West and Henry 
Tungert, when he had a charge 
of 
embezzlement 
placed against them, 
hut this morning 
the case against 
them was noilied. 
Riley on August JO, 
rented 
his 
horse and buggy to these two young 
men, and in the night an automobile 
driven by William Barnes of Con­ 
nersville ran into it, causing a slight 
damage. The two men in the buggy 
seem red a check for $50 from B ar­ 
nes for the damaged buggy. 
Riley 
told the prosecutor that the two men 
gave him only $10 and kept the $40, 
which accounted fo r the suit. 
This morning all parties appeared 
in court and it was learned that the 
two men repaired the buggy without 
the knowledge of Riley and what was 
left of tin* $50 they kept. Barnes s ta ­ 
ted that he did not know the buggy 
belonged to Riley and gave the check 
to one of the boys. 
After the m atter was presented to 
the court, Prosecutor 
Stevens dis­ 
missed the charge, and Justice Stech 
noilied the 
case 
against 
the two 
young men, for lack of evidence of 
embezzlemen t.

Day Session, Hearing Explanation

Farm ers from nine counties were 
iii session here today, representing a 
district meeting of the Indiana State 
Federation of Farm ers’ Associations, 
and the sessions were expected to 
last 
over until Tuesday afternoon 
on 
account of the many •business 
matters that were to come before 
the meeting. 
The sessions began this morning, 
and 
a thirty minute program was 
rendered this afternoon at one o’­ 
clock by the “ Bob White Concert 
Company” of this city. Following 
this each county responded to a roll 
call and a short talk was made by 
the chairman of each county. 
Howard II. Gau, a representative 
of the Farm ers’ Sales Service Com­ 
pany, Cincinnati, who has been ean- 
\ a s s i n g for 
his 
service 
in Rush 
county, was called upon to explain 
his plan, and after the members had 
open fire on his arguments, a reso­ 
lution was passed in which the state 
officers of the association will he 
asked to investigate the company. 
Mr. d a n explained that his com­ 
pany charged $25 a year for sub­ 
scriptions, and this eliminated the 
usual commissions charged by 
the 
firms to which the stock is consign­ 
ed. The big stumbling block came 
when Mr. Gau refused to let it Im* 
known who the 
financial 
backers 
Were. 
£ 
He stated that one of the men in­ 
terested in the finn was a director 
in a large packing concern. 
One 
fan n er stated that he dill not favor 
the idea of selling his stock to a man 
who also was in the market for buy­ 
ing also, soon compelled the chair­ 
man to put a stop to the proceed­ 
ings. 


After Mr. Bell had made the m o­ 
tion to refer the m atter to the main 
officers, the regular routine of busi­ 
ness was taken up. 
Marshall Volger of Hope B artho­ 
lomew county, eighth district direc­ 
tor, presided at the opening session 
this morning, which was devoted for 
the most p art to an explanation of 
the organization of the IT. S. Gram 
Growers’ association by {James 
K% 
Mason of Milton, Indiana director 
of flu* association.- 
Following his talk, a number j>f 
questions were asked which made the 
organization plan clear in the minds 
of the fanners. Mr. Mason explained 
that a fee of $10 was charged for 
membership, which was for life. The 
farm er enters into a contract 
to 
market his grain through the assoc­ 
iation for five years because it is be­ 
lieved that the organization can not 
show results iii any shorter period. 
Farm ers may terminate their mem­ 
bership at the end of any year after 
the five year period. 
Mr. M ason explained what the U. 
S. Grain Growers’ association hoped 
to do by stabilizing the grain m ar­ 
ket. 
This 
agency will be used, he 
said, to put wheat on the market iii a 
steady flow, whereas 78 percent is 
marketed in th) days after harvest 
now. 
In signing the contract, a farm er 
agrees to sell his grain to the local 
representative of the association, but 
he is not restricted from selling it 
to neighbors for seeding or feeding 
purposes. Mr. Mason anticipated that 
some agencies in opposition to the 
association, might offer farm ers 
a 
few cents more on the bushel 
for 
their grain, in which ease members 
are urged not to sell but to report 
the matter, and the association will 
see that such agencies get all 
they 
want. He pointed out that an effort 
might lie made in this way to break 
down tin* new organization and de­ 
moralize it. 


Mr. Mason 
also explained how 
the marketing of wheat through the 
association would have a tendency to 
raise the grade and thus increase 
the price. He said a system of ware­ 
house receipts whereby loans could 
he made on 80 percent of a farm er’s 
wheat crop, was being worked out

DEBRIS BEING CLEARED AWAY 


Believed Clearing Away of Wreck­ 
age at Railroad Junction Will 
Yield More Bodies 


San Antonio Tex., Sept., 12— F if­ 
ty bodies recovered, 36 persons in­ 
jured, 20 missing was 
the 
known 
to'lI of Friday night’s 
flood 
which 
sweot this city according to official 
figures announced today. 
The property loss 
w as 
officially 
estimated by the chamber of 
com­ 
merce at eight million dollars fol­ 
lowing a careful survey of the flood 
area. 
Relief workers 
who 
have 
been 
caring for the homeless 
and desti­ 
tute announced they have the 
sit­ 
uation well in hand. The business oi 
clearing up the devastated 
arca 
is 
in aking good headway. 
Officials believed that 
with 
the 
clearing away of the debris of the 
junction of the International N orth­ 
ern rail road track, tile toll 
ol 
the 
dead will rise to 76 or IOO. It is es­ 
calated that 
this 
wreckage 
wih 
yield up 20 to 50 bodies. 
A 
large 
force of workers was used to clear 
away this wreckage and others in 
order to search for bodies. 
Reports from Taylor stated thirty 
Mexicans had been drowned on a 
farm ten miles from there and 20 


I bodies were missing. Five were re- 
! ported dead at Calvert and George­ 
town, dispatches announced. W har­ 
ton’s death list, where the Colorado 
River was reported still rising, was 
raised one more, with several miss­ 
ing.

Continued from Pafre One 
proving an aid in increasing school 
attendance 
a s they are more right 
than they ever were and Jam es Mil­ 
ler, attendance officer, will attend to 
their enforcement. 
Section 5 is one of the most im­ 
portant laws passed. With few’ ex­ 
ceptions 
every 
child between the 
ages of seven and sixteen years of 
age shall attend public 
school 
or 
other schools which have been a p ­ 
proved by the state board of educa­ 
tion, section 5 reads. 
In section 7 
it is provided that a child who has 
not 
completed the sixth grade by 
the time it has reached the age of 
fourteen, m ay he required to attend 
a p a rt 
time school for full-time 
work. In the following section it is 
stated 
that a parent or guardian 
will he held legally responsible for 
any violation of Section 7. Section 
9 states that any child who habitu­ 
ally absents himself from school may 
on petition or recommendation of the 
attendance officer and school super­ 
intendent of the school district, 
he 
tried, by the judge of any juvenile 
circuit or superior court and may he 
sent to a reform school if the court 
so rules. 
School teachers are required to 
keep an accurate daily attendance 
record of the pupils between the ages 
of seven and sixteen years of age, 
section l l states. This record is open 
for inspection by school officials 
of 
county and state. 
Section 29 the 
final section says that all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with the new 
rules passed are repealed. 
*

from the vail road bridge. According 
to William J. Titus, 
chiel 
bridge 
engineer, there 
‘are

concrete 
spans each 80-feet long. The bridge

. Moscow, Sept. 12.— Russia holds 
out the solution to the unemployment 
problem in the I iii ted States. Amer­ 
ican workers will find the social and 
industrial freedom they have sought 
all their lives over here today, “Big 
Bill” Haywood, I. W. W. leader told 
the United Press correspondent 
in 
an exclusive interview here. 
“Here is the scheme I have been 
planning since J arrived in Moscow,” 
away I Haywood said. “ It’s my idea to form, 
in ‘certain prosperous parts of R u s ­ 
sia, all manner of workmen’s units, 
such as lumbermen, industrial work­ 
ers, coal and metal miners, and 
so 
forth. They will form their own in­ 
dustrial administrations within 
the 
j Russian 
state, exchanging with the 
government their production for tools 
and those daily 
necessities 
which 
they cannot produce ,themselves. 
“ I have planned these workers un ­ 
its at Itagth, theoretically, now Eve 
inaugurated my scheme placticaily. 
“One hundred and sixty-eight Am­ 
erican lumber jacks who recently a r ­ 
rived from Seattle found a basis for 
such work at Kuznetsky Basin, east 
of the Ural mountains. There they 
found several small colonies of min­ 
ers living in two family flats, 
in 
houses which seemed palaces com­ 
pared with the houses of coal miners 
in England and the United States. 
“ There’s the necessary machinery 
for a start. Other such colonies will 
speedily be built by industrial units.
